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Dear Friends: 

On Thursday, September 26, 196], 
Princeton Theological Seminary began 
its 150th year of service to Christ and 
His Church. It was on August 12, 1812, 
that the Trustees who had been ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly met in 
this village in central Jersey and solemn- 
ly inaugurated the Reverend Dr. Archi- 
bald Alexander as Professor of Didactic 
and Polemic Theology. He immediatetly 
began to give instruction to the three 
men who constituted the student body. 
In the years since Dr. Alexander’s inau- 
guration more than 11,000 men and 
women have gone out from Princeton as 
ambassadors of Jesus Christ to every part 
of the world. 


This is my twenty-second time to beg- 
in a seminary year, and it has been by 
far the most exciting of them all. It has 
begun in the consciousness that we are 
part of a living tradition. It has seen the 
arrival of new professors of great dis- 
tinction to augment an already distin- 
guished faculty, the first year of a new 
curriculum of theological studies, and the 
beginning of the semester system by which 
the schedules of the Seminary and of the 
University are synchronized. Enrollment 
is substantially higher this year, and 
plans for the Sesquicentennial Celebra- 
tion have now been completed. 


Every effort will be made to bring all 
Princeton alumni back to the campus for 
a part of the Sesquicentennial Program. 
Please circle the week of April 23-27, 
1962,on your calendar. The three annual 
lectureships are being combined and 
during this week the Reverend Professor 
James S. Stewart will deliver the Stone 
Lectures, the Reverend Dr. Kenneth F. 
Foreman the Warfield Lectures, and the 
Reverend Dr. D. T. Niles the Mission 
Lectures. McCarter Theater has been se- 
cured for these lectures. 

Joon you will be receiving full details 

bout the thirteen months of events that 
neluded in the celebration of Prince- 


ton’s 150th anniversary. It is the Steering 
Committee’s deep desire that this pro- 
gram will reflect both a profound ap- 
preciation for the past and, at the same 
time, an acute awareness of the principal 
issues which the Church faces today. 
Faculty conferences will deal with many 
of these crucial issues, and published 
summaries will make available to every- 
one conclusions that are reached, 


Finally, let me bring to your attention 
4 matter of immediate concern to the 
whole Church. There is no more serious 
problem than that of enlistment for 
church vocation, a problem that must 
continue to be very close to the center of 
every congregation's interest if the 
Church of tomorrow is to have a dedi- 
cated and well-informed ministry. Let 
me urge you to write us about young 
men and women who have the gifts for 
ministry and who might be interested in 
a Church vocation.

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A junior class composed of 101 Bache- 
lor of Divinity candidates and 12 candi- 
dates for the degree of Master of Re- 
ligious Education boosted total enroll- 
ment at Princeton Theological Seminary 
to 445 this autumn, twenty-four students 
above last year’s total. 


The enrolling juniors marked an in- 
crease of 21.5% over last fall’s entering 
class, when 90 B.D. candidates and 3 
M.R.E. students registered for 
classes.

Seventy-nine are enrolled in the Th.M. 
program and 26 are working toward a 
doctorate. Twenty-three students are 
classified as special students. 


Princeton’s gains came despite a drop 
in B.D. enrollment from 1170 to 1139 at 
the seven United Presbyterian Semi- 
naries, and registrations at United Pres- 
byterian schools of Christian Education 
that held steady at 113. 


Registration forms showed 127 stu- 
dents coming from denominations other 
than the United Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A. A total of 52 denominations, 
three more than last year, are represent- 
ed. Twenty-one denominations belong to 
the Reformed and Presbyterian family; 
branches of the Methodist Church total 
six and four Lutheran bodies are repre- 
sented. 


The foreign representation on the 
campus remains high—47 foreign stu- 
dents from 24 countries are in residence 
this fall. Canada sends the largest con- 
tingent, eleven students. Biggest block 
from outside the United Presbyterian 
Church comes from the Presbyterian

Church in the United States, represented 
by twenty students. The next largest de- 
nominational groups come from U. S. 
Methodist and Baptist groups. 


Thirty-eight states and territories sent 
students to the campus this year, with 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, California, 
New York and Ohio providing the 
largest groups. Among the United Pres- 
byterian students are candidates from 94 
presbyteries. 


The influence of Princeton alumni in 
the pastorate or engaged in some form 
of campus ministry remains the top rea- 
son given by incoming students for de- 
ciding to attend Princeton Theological 
Seminary. Direct contact with Seminary 
representatives, either professors or staff 
members on campus visits, is also influ- 
ential. An increasing number of students 
cited recent faculty additions or reports 
of the new curriculum as factors that 
helped them decide to apply for admis- 


sion at Princeton.

12 NEW FACULTY STAFF 
MEMBERS BEGIN YEAR 


Four senior faculty members and a 
consultant in field education head the 
list of new teaching and administrative 
staff personnel on the campus for the 
opening of the 150th academic year. 

Newly named the William Henry 
Green Professor of Old Testament Liter- 
ature is the Rev. Mr. James Barr, who 
until this year held the Old Testament 
chair at the University of Edinburgh and 
in New College. Also new to the staff is 
Dr. Herman Morse, special consultant to 
the United Presbyterian Council on 
Theological Education, who has been 
named Consultant on Field Education at 
the Seminary. 

Previously announced appointments 
that became effective with the opening 
of the fall semester are those of Dr. Se- 
ward Hiltner, former member of the 
Federated Theological Faculty of the 
University of Chicago; Dr. Paul Scherer, 
until 1960 professor of homiletics at Un- 
ion Seminary in New York; and Dr. 
Charles West, who came to Princeton 
from the Ecumenical Institute at Bossey, 
where he was Associate Director. 

New to the staff of the Practical De- 
partment are Miss Freda Gardner, who 
will be Assistant Professor of Christian 
Education, and Mr. Lynn B. Hinds, In- 
structor in Speech. 


Administrative appointments include 
the Rev. Mr. Roy Pfautch, assistant to 
President McCord, whose appointment 
was announced at the June 6 Com- 
mencement, as was that of Miss Nancy 
Harris, 1961 B.D. graduate of Princeton 
Seminary, who will be Secretary for the 
Sesquicentennial. 


Other instructors named are Sidney D. 
Crane, English Bible; Cullen Story, New 
Testament; and Dr. James Lapsley, Pas- 
toral Theology. 


Professor Barr had been at Edinburgh 
University for six years before coming tv 
Princeton. Earlier he was for two years 
Professor of New Testament Literature 
and Exegesis at Presbyterian College, 
Montreal. Long interested in Jewish- 


Christian relations, Professor Barr was 
from 1951 to 1953 pastor of the Church 
of Scotland parish in Tiberias in Galilee. 
He is a graduate of Edinburgh, and the 
author of The Semantics of Biblical Lan- 
guage and Biblical Words for Time. 


Dr. Hermann Morse, a graduate of 
Alma College and Union Seminary in 
New York, was for ten years general sec- 
retary of the Board of National Missions 
and for nineteen years the Board’s ad- 
ministrative secretary. He is the author 
of Social Survey in Town and Country 
Areas and co-author of The Town and 
Country Church in the U.S. 


Seward Hiltner is the author of nine 
volumes in the area of pastoral care and 
the editor of three more. He has pub- 
lished more than 200 articles in learned 
journals and general magazines. Dr. 
Hiltner, who has been the executive sec- 
retary of both the Council for Clinical 
Training and the Department of Pastoral] 
Services of the Federal Council of 
Churches, will be Professor of Theology 
and Personality at Princeton. Widely 
sought as a lecturer, he has been an ac- 
tive member of numerous professional 
associations in the fields of theological 
education and psychology. 


Visiting Professor of Homiletics, Paul 
Scherer, whose residence on the campus 
was made possible by 1960-1961 Alumni 
Roll Call contributions, was also a visit- 
ing professor at Richmond’s Union Theo- 
logical Seminary last year after retiring 
from the Brown Chair of Homiletics at 
Union Seminary, New York. From 1920 
to 1945 he was pastor of the Holy Trin- 
ity Lutheran Church in New York. He 
has published seven volumes of sermons 
and from 1932 to 1945 was the preacher 
for the Sunday Vespers radio series. Dr. 
Scherer served as associate editor for 
The Interpreters Bible. 


Dr. Charles West, named to be As- 
sociate Professor of Christian Ethics, 
was from 1947 to 1950 a professor and 
missionary in China. He later served in

179 STUDENTS TAKE 
MECHANIZED HEBREW 


A battery of twelve teaching ma- 
chines keeps beginning Hebrew stu- 
dents busy for four hours each week 
this semester in a program aimed at 
cutting by 40% the time required for 
mastering elementary Hebrew. 


The mechanized teaching pro- 
gram is the first reported formal use 
of such teaching concepts for in- 
struction in an ancient language. 
Under the direction of Dr. Philip C. 
Hammond and Dr. James F. Arm- 
strong of the Seminary’s Old Testa- 
ment faculty, a basement room in 
Stuart Hall has been remodeled as a 
teaching laboratory. The teaching 
devices installed in the new lab are 
known as “Didak 501” teaching ma- 
chines, which utilize the “small-step, 
linear succession, errorless response” 
learning pattern developed by Dr. B. 
F. Skinner of Harvard University. 


Dr. Hammond estimates that the 
entire introduction to basic Hebrew 
structure, morphology, grammar and 
forms will be completed in a single 
semester. Students spend one hour 
in lecture classes each week, plus 
the four hours scheduled for work on 
the Didak machines. With the shift 
from the term to the semester sys- 
tem, both Middler and Junior stu- 


] 


dents are involved in the program 


this year, forcing the Seminary to 
set up a schedule running from 8 
am. to 10 p.m., for students taking 
elementary Hebrew. 


President James I. McCord states 
that the program will give beginning 
theological students a quicker grasp 
of subject matter needed for ad- 
vanced courses in Biblical studies 
and theology. The use of the teach- 
ing devices will help the Seminary 
realize one of the goals of the new 
curriculum—providing the student 
with the elementary language tools 
and basic knowledge of the Bible 
by the end of the first year of Sem- 
inary study. 


In using the mechanized teaching 
program, students will be working 
through an elaboration of the simple 
“stimulus-response” pattern of learn- 
ing. Specific information is present- 
ed in the form of a rule or precept, 
printed on a strip of paper viewed 
through a window on the front of 
the machine. Examples or specific 
cases are included. Questions are 
then moved into view when the stu- 
dent feels he has understood the 
specific item of information. On a 
separate strip of paper the student 
writes the answer to the question. If 
desired, the student may call for a 
“clue” or a fuller explanation to help 
him recall the proper answer. As the 
final step in each question-answer 
series the correct answer is moved 
into view, at the same time masking 
the answer space and _ preventing 
“second guess” changes. 


The teaching aid not only records 
errors, but indicates when the stu- 
dent needed to use the additional 
clues or fuller descriptions. And the 
device keeps a record of how many 
times each question is missed by the 
class as a whole, helping faculty 
members discover particular parts of 
the question series that need rewrit- 
ing. The error record also indicates 
material that should be gone over in 
the weekly lecture session. 


The program in use at Princeton 
Seminary is the creation of Dr. Arm- 


strong and Dr. Hammond. Approxi- 
mately five thousand separate rule- 
example-question units must be de- 
signed by the two professors and 
printed on program sheets. 


“We're trying to stay about two 
weeks ahead of the classes, Dr. 
Armstrong explains. “If we should 
prepare the whole year’s work in ad- 
vance, we might introduce errors or 
tendencies difficult to correct at a 
later stage in the program.” 


The Princeton experiment has at- 
tracted wide attention from lan- 
guage teachers in other graduate 
schools, and from publishers inter- 
ested in marketing the teaching pro- 
gram written by Drs. Hammond and 
Armstrong. 


Other departments at the Semi- 
nary are also interested. Faculty 
members were quick to point out 
that any basic, factual material 
could be organized for presentation 
through a mechanized teaching pro- 
gram. Most likely points for future 
utilization of the equipment are in 
basic courses where a professor must 
normally spend a large block of time 
giving his students the elementary 
data of the subject being taught.

The Alumni Council this month 
set a goal of $20,000 for the 1961- 
1962 Alumni Roll Call, to be used 
for the establishment of a center of 
continuing education on the Semi- 
nary campus. 


The goal is the first half of a 
$40,000 target, with the remainder to 
be sought in a future campaign. The 
first year’s target of $20,000 repre- 
sents a significant increase over giv- 
ing to last year’s Alumni Roll Call, 
when a total of $11,574.37 was con- 
tributed by Seminary alumni to un- 
derwrite Dr. Paul Scherer’s resi- 
dence at the Seminary as visiting 
professor of homiletics. 


The projected Alumni Conference 
center would be established on the 
campus, taking advantage of library 
facilities and the resources present 
in the regular faculty. Plans call for 
the establishment of a center hous- 
ing some eighteen alumni at each 
conference. In addition to the resi- 
dential accomodations, the confer- 
ence center would provide space for 
seminar meetings, a lounge for in- 
formal gatherings or readings, and a

snack kitchen for the use of confer- 
ence participants. 

Conferences would be planned 
with a maximum of free time for 
participants, according to current 
projections. Alumni would be invited 
from varying geographic areas, and 
an effort would be made to attract 
graduates long absent from the 
campus. The participation of a few 
non-alumni would be sought for 
each conference, to broaden the area 
of discussions. Opportunity for both 
guided and free discussion with 
Seminary faculty would be provid- 
ed. The duration of each conference 
will probably be from one to three 
weeks. 


The alumni conferences would 
aim at bringing men in the field up 
to date on theological developments 
—primarily by putting them within 
reach of the shelves of Speer Li- 
brary. The provision for large 
amounts of free time, in the think- 
ing of alumni and Seminary staff 
members at work on the project, 
means time for intensive reading 
away from the normal interruptions 
of their pastoral responsibilities.

Ninety- 
two wives have registered for the

Delivering the lectures are Dr. 
Howard Kuist and Dr. James P. 
Martin, each delivering three lec- 
tures in the Biblical area, and Dr. 
Seward Hiltner, Dr. W. J. Beeners, 
Dr. Samuel Blizzard and Dr. Her- 
mann Morse, discussing various as- 
pects of the parish situation. 


The course was designed as a non- 
credit academic program, Planning 
was carried out by representatives of 
the Wives’ Fellowship and members 
of the faculty. 


The study course highlights the 
years schedule for the Fellowship, 
under the presidency this year of 
Mrs. John C. Zimmerman. Selected 
for the years theme is “Hands in 
Harmony,” chosen for its emphasis 
on the nature of each individual as 
a person, with special talents and at- 


tributes, involved in achieving the 
goals of Christian womanhood. 


The Wives’ Fellowship follows a 
schedule of six major program meet- 
ings each academic year.

tennial celebration by Publicity Di- 
rector James E. Andrews; a hus- 
bands’ night with Dr. Seward Hilt- 
ner speaking; a missionary program, 
and a recital by Mrs. Janice Har- 
sanyi, visiting lecturer in music and 
noted concert soprano. 


The Wives’ Fellowship this year 
will continue their service project at 


the New Jersey State Home for 
Girls, which includes work with in- 
dividual girls at the home as well as 
assistance in group parties and wer- 
ship. A new undertaking for 1961- 
1962 is that of service at the Prince- 
ton Hospital, including the Merwick 
hospital unit for the chronically ill 
and the aged. Wives will carry out 
a program of visitation at the hos- 
pital and perform regular hospital 
aid services.

CLASS OF 1961 TAKES FIRST POSTS 


Sixty-six members of the Class of 1961 have accepted calls to positions 


of pastoral responsibility, Seminary Secretary David L. Crawford has 
announced, the highest percentage of a graduating class going into 
pastorates in recent years. Thirty 1961 graduates are now senior minis- 
ters, seven have been installed as associates, and twenty-four as assistant 
ministers. Other members of this year’s class with major pastoral duties 
include three men engaged in campus ministry, one dean of men, a 
prison chaplain and a youth director. 


“Of course, we consider that any call to the service of the Church in 
its broadest context is a call to ministry,’ Crawford pointed out. “Yet we 
are encouraged to see that the parish is attracting a larger percentage 
of our graduates.” 


Fourteen members of the class are engaged in further study, some 
working toward a graduate theological degree and others taking intern- 
ships in industry, campus work and clinical pastoral care. Two are teach- 
ing in secondary schools, two have not completed their plans for the 
future, and four have accepted positions with Church boards and 
agencies. 


Five women graduates are now full-time wives, and one fortunate 1961 
alumnus is on a world tour that will last through January.

Churches. 


Dr. McCord, whose recent ecu- 
menical activities have included the 
chairmanship of the General Assem- 
bly’s Committee on Union and par- 
ticipation in theological discussions 
organized by the World Presbyterian 
Alliance and the National Lutheran 
Council, was in the chair for ses- 
sions of the World Council’s Divi- 
sion of Studies at New Delhi. 


Also held during the Assembly 
meeting was a luncheon where the 
President greeted Princeton Semin- 
ary Alumni. Indian alumni, miss- 
ionaries and_ fraternal workers 
along with delegates and other par- 
ticipants in the Assembly met at 
1:00 p.m., November 23 in the 
Red Room of Wenger's Restaurant 
in New Delhi. 


No stranger to major inter-denom- 
inational gatherings, President Mc- 
Cord was a delegate to the First 
Assembly of the WCC in Amster- 
dam in 1948, and is a member of the 
World Council's Commission on 
Faith and Order. He has also been 
active in the world activities of the 
Reformed family as a past chairman 
and current secretary of the North 
American Area of the World Presby- 
terian Alliance, a member of the Al- 
liance’s Executive Committee, and a 
delegate to the Sixteenth, Seven-

Dear Friends: 


Princeton Seminary offers a number of 
programs to train persons for service in the 
Church. The rich variety of these programs 
of study was illustrated in the ministries of 
those alumni who gathered at noon on 
Thanksgiving Day in New Delhi. They 
came from every continent and represented 
almost every aspect of Christian ministry. 
One alumnus, Dr. Hans Harms, 1s ‘‘Haupt- 
pastor’’ of a congregation of 23,000 in Ham- 
burg, Germany. Another is Moderator of 
the Presbyterian Church of Ireland, two are 
professors in the Coptic Orthodox Seminary 
in Cairo, one is Youth Secretary for the 
Church in Korea, and so it went around the 
table as each introduced himself and de- 
scribed his work. 


Many things bound this group together. 
First of all, we were bound by a common al- 
legiance to Jesus Christ as Savior and Lord. 
We were bound also by a common loyalty to 
Princeton and the months and years of in- 
spiration and instruction received from facul- 
ty and fellow students. And we were bound 
by a vocational commitment to the ministry 
as servants of the Word of God. 


It is this commitment to ministry that has 
made the Bachelor of Divinity program the 
heart of Princeton’s program. This does not 
mean that we take less seriously other aspects 
of seminary instruction. All of these are im- 
portant and all are receiving fresh attention 
from the faculty. But it does mean that we 
stand in the tradition that takes the ministry 
of the Word as a primary responsibility. 
This was illustrated during the first semester 
in the excitement that the new course on 
Ministry brought to the junior class. Dean 
Homrighausen introduced the course and 
was its chairman, while senior members of 
the Practical Department shared in the lec- 
tures and preceptorials. It was designed to 
introduce the student on the day he enters 
seminary to the nature of the ministry and 
to enable him to see his whole theological 
curriculum in this context. 


The Center of Continuing Education, 
about which the President of the Alumni As- 
sociation wrote you in connection with the 
Roll Call, is being established for the same 
purpose. We can think of nothing that will 
enrich the Seminary’s life more than to have 
on campus throughout the year ministers 
who are freed for short periods for intensive 





study and who will enter into dialogue with 
faculty and students about the nature of the 
ministry, its problems and challenges, its dis- 
appointments and rewards. Many of you 
have written to us about the importance of 
such a program for ministers. It is equally 
important for the Seminary, for such a Cen- 
ter will inevitably become a vital link in the 
continuing dialogue between those engaged 
in theological education and those who are 
most intimately involved in the life and work 
of the Church. It should open a channel 
which will flow in both directions and which 
will strengthen both your ministry and our 
ministry. 

Let me, in a final word, underscore the in- 
vitation to each of you to save a few days aft- 
er Easter for a visit to the campus and for 
participation in the opening of the Sesqut- 
centennial Celebration. We await eagerly 
the coming of Drs. Barth, Niles, Stewart, 
and Visser ’t Hooft and their lectures. We 
have arranged for the use of the largest 
halls in Princeton for these two weeks and 
are eager to welcome you back for this high 
occasion.

FOUNDATION GRANTS 
$75,000 TO 


AIR CONDITION LIBRARY 
The Robert E. Speer Library will be 
completely air conditioned before the 
coming summer, President James I. Mc- 
Cord stated in announcing that the 
James Foundation has presented the 
Seminary with a grant of $75,000 to un- 
derwrite the cost of the project. 

Easing the installation of the air con- 
ditioning equipment is the construction 
of the library itself. Completed in 1957, 
Speer Library was built with eventual 
air conditioning in mind. Heating ducts 
installed during original construction are 
large enough to carry the flow of cooled 
air, as are the fans now in use. Also, 
the spaces for heating equipment were 
made deliberately oversized to provide 
installation space for condensers and 
filter units, and many walls were pierced 
to allow the passage of piping for an 
air conditioning system. 

Year-round comfort for better study 
conditions was a prime factor in the in- 
itiation of the project to air condition 
Speer. But the preservation of books, 
mictofilms and other library materials 
was the major reason for seeking the 
new equipment. 

Princeton humidity forces the library 
staff to remove large numbers of books 
from the shelves each summer to wipe 
away mildew, a process that does not 
guarantee that hidden damage will be 
halted. Both overly dry and overly 
moist air will damage volumes, Librar- 
ian Kenneth S. Gapp has stated, point- 
ing out that while excessively hot and 
dry air can cause brittle paper and 
cracking glue, too wet an atmosphere 
encourages the formation of fungus, in- 
creased staining and the development of 
traces of acid, especially in bindings. 

Film storage demands the same care- 
ful control of atmospheric conditions, 
and an increasing amount of library ma- 
terials are coming on microfilm. 


Speer Library contains a large rare 
books collection, a notable portion of 
the collection being the most extensive 
assembly of Colonial religious pamph- 
lets in the nation. Very old paper, 
leather bindings, and leather and parch- 
ment manuscripts will also be better pro- 
tected. 


The plans call for increased filter capa- 
city also, cutting down the dust level in 
the library and further assuring the sur- 
vival of the collection, recognized as the 
finest on the continent, in the best pos- 


sible ondition.

LECTURERS HEARD BY LARGE AUDIENCES 


Three major lecturers speaking on the 
Seminary campus during recent weeks 
drew large numbers of the Seminary 
family and interested people from the 
surrounding community to their ad- 
dresses. 


The Peril and Power of Prayer 


Seminary Trustee Frederick E. Christ- 
ian, ‘34, spoke twice in Miller Chapel 
during the observance of the annual Day 
of Prayer. 


‘Seeing God means a soul-changing 
and life-shaking experience,” Dr. 
Christian warned in discussing the prac- 
tice of prayer. What would it be like 
to become a complete follower of 
Christ — to see him — in a world dedi- 
cated to success?” 


Dr. Christian, who is minister of 
the Presbyterian Church in Westfield, 
N. J., went on to say that the peril of 
praying includes the danger of seeing 
our true selves, and doing something 
about what we see. ‘The same is true, 
he reminded the audience, in regard to 
seeing the true need of the world. 


“The greatest risk and peril of all is 
that our prayers may be answered,” the 
Day of Prayer preacher continued. “And 
we are not ready for the answer. Pray- 
er is discipline, it means giving up cer- 
tain things in following Christ.” 

It is the power of the Holy Spirit that 
makes such discipline possible, the 
speaker said in his second address. 
“The power of the Holy Spirit is the 
Christ living within a person. It can 
make men acceptable to God and also 
capable of turning a world around.” 


The Sacred in a Technical Age 


Famed French Philosopher Gabriel 
Marcel received a standing ovation from 
a crowded Campus Center Auditorium 
audience at the conclusion of his “Chal- 
lenge to the Church” lecture in early 
December. Marcel, a journalist, drama- 
tist and educator, has been a Gifford 
Lecturer in Scotland as well as a tour- 
ing lecturer in Morocco, South America, 
Canada and Japan. His honors are nu- 
merous, including the 1949 Grand Prix 
in Literature from the Academie Fran- 
caise, Hamburg University’s Hanseatic 
Goethe Prize, the French Grand Prix 
National des Lettres and officership in 
both the Order of the Legion of Honor 
and the Order of Arts and Letters. 


“The major problem of today, for be- 
liever and agnostic alike,”’ Marcel stated, 
“is the problem of what modern man, 
controlled by self-invented technology, 
is making of himself.” 


The speaker called for a return to 
simplicity and holiness in place of the 
modern involvement with numbers and 
processes. Using the family as an illu- 
stration, Marcel emphasized the im- 
portance of mystery, in which the in- 
dividual participates in acts which he 
does not completely understand, such 
as procreation. In dealing with the mod- 
ern “sea of numbers,” he pointed out 
that we can feel an identity with ten 
people who die, but that 1,000,000 
dead are simply a large number of peo- 
ple meaningless as individuals to whom 
we can relate. 


“The primary characteristic of techno- 
logical thinking,” the speaker said, ‘is 
to consider as negligible that which op- 
poses it. Technological processes dif- 
fer from such acts as that of procreation 
because in the manufacturing process 
everything is known about every step.’ 
“Procreation, in contrast, is a simple ex- 
pression of the fact that man’s roots are 
imbedded in impenetrable darkness.” 


In response to lively questioning after 
the lecture, Dr. Marcel said that words 
suitable for a technological world would 
be “absolutely, essentially and radically 
unsuitable” for Christian expression. 
Answering a question about the possibil- 
ity of life that might be developed in a 
laboratory, he said that such life would 
still be “created by the scientist,” it 
would be another life rather than a non- 
life. 


Speaking of Christian experience, the 
lecturer warned that he did not advocate 
a flight from society for the individual, 
and that conversion is certainly not such 
a flight. ‘Conversion takes place in 
such a way as to transmute what 1s 
around man, including his relationships. 
Such transmutations take place only 
through conversion.” 

The Ministry of Healing 

“I keep away from the phrase ‘faith 
healing’ because I don’t know what it 
means,” the Rev. Alex Holmes, minister 
of the United Church of Canada con- 
gregation at Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, 
told his audience in a Jan. 9 “Challenge 


to the Church” lecture. ‘‘I speak of the 
Church’s ministry in healing’ and spe- 
cifically tie that ministry to salvation. 


The Rev. Mr. Holmes is the co-au- 
thor of a report on the healing ministry 
produced for the General Council of the 
United Church of Canada, and has lec- 
tured before the medical staffs of sev- 
eral universities on the topic. He has 
served pastorates in Coventry and Man- 
chester, England, before going to his 
recent charge. 


At Manchester, the speaker said, his 
ministry was specifically one of ‘‘preach- 
ing and healing.”’ “At Manchester,” the 
lecturer said, “eighty percent of those 
who came for the ministry of healing 
had been written off as medically hope- 
less. Of that number some 24% were 
ultimately completely cured and about 
30% greatly improved.” Warning his 
audience that the Church does not claim 
that such a ministry eliminates suffering 
and pain, Mr. Holmes pointed out that 
almost half of the group grew worse 
and died. “Spiritual healing does not 
eliminate what we call death.” 


The speaker insisted that such a min- 
istry was a part of the regular ministry 
of the Church, not something that takes 
place outside of the Church. “'T believe 
the Church is a healing Church. By giv- 
ing hope, strength and courage at a bed- 
side, a minister exercises the Church's 
ministry of healing. The healing minis- 
try of Jesus is the teaching ministry in 
action. Christ not only performed deeds 
of healing but permitted others to do 
them in his name. Therefore, on New 
Testament evidence (one verse in 
every four in the Gospels tells us some- 
thing of healing) and on patristic evi- 
dence also, we are called to fulfill that 
healing ministry.” 

Urging the incorporation of the heal- 
ing ministry into the life of the Church, 
Mr. Holmes said it was required for a 
full and normal ministry. “If I believed 
it to be the will of God that I have ill- 
ness, I would dare not enter a doctor's 
office lest I appear to thwart that will,” 
he insisted. “If we do not believe in 
prayer for the sick,” he concluded, ‘we 
should stop praying the anemic phrases 
of the so-called ‘pastoral prayer’ in which 
we traditionally ask for the healing of 
the ill.”

Ernest T. Campbell is a native of 
New York City who grew up and at- 
tended high school in that metropolis. 
He attended New York University for 
one year, and then Bob Jones University, 
receiving the A.B. degree from the lat- 
ter school in 1945. After graduating 
from Princeton Theological Seminary 
with the B.D. in 1948, he earned the 
Th.M. degree the following year. He 
served the Portland and Mount Bethel, 
Pa., Presbyterian Churches as a student 
and as an ordained minister after gradu- 
ation, going in 1949 to the pastorate of 
the First Presbyterian Church of 
Stroudsburg, Pa. In 1954 he accepted 
the call of the First Presbyterian Church 
of York, Pa., where he still serves. 
Campbell has conducted preaching mis- 
sions across the United States and 
Canada, and has three times been a 
guest lecturer at Princeton Seminary on 
the topic, “The Evangelistic Sermon.” 
In 1954 he was one of the leaders of the 
United Church of Canada’s Conference 
on Evangelism held at Whitby, Ontario, 
and in 1955 was one of the speakers and 
a seminar leader for the Pre-Assembly 
Conference on Evangelism of the Pres- 
byteniangechurchesinsthe | U.S.Ay In 
1955 he was the Synod Preacher for 
the meeting of the Synod of Virginia of 
the Presbyterian Church, U.S., and in 
that same year was Institute Hour Speak- 
er at the Annual Missionary Conference 
of the U.P. Church at New Wilmington, 
Pa. Westminster College in Pennsyl- 
vania has awarded him the D.D. degree. 


G. Raymond Campbell is a Kansan 
from Parsons and a graduate of Mis- 
sourt Valley College in Missouri, which 
honored him with the D.D. degree in 
1945. Going to the pastorate of the Ox- 
ford Presbyterian Church in Oxford, 
Pa., in 1938, he served four years until 
called to the First Presbyterian Church 
of Bartlesville, Oklahoma, in 1942. In 
1946 he became pastor of Westminster 
Presbyterian Church of Oklahoma City 
before the Church met for its first serv- 
ice of worship. Starting with 200 mem- 
bers in that year, Westminster has since 
grown to more than 2,200 communti- 


cants. G. Raymond Campbell has been 
active in both denominational and civic 
work, holding the following offices and 
responsibilities: Moderator of the Synod 
of Oklahoma; President of the Oklaho- 
ma City Council of Churches; member 
of the Board of National Missions, and 
vice-president of the Board and member 
of its Nominating and Policy Commit- 
tees; member of the National Commis- 
sion on Evangelism and the Long Range 
Planning Committee of the General 
Council; a member also of the Assem- 
bly’s Committee on Regional Synods, 
the General Council’s Study and Re- 
search Committee, and the United Pres- 
byterian Commission on Comity with 
the Presbyterian Church in the U.S. He 
has also been a trustee and member of 
the Alaska Christian Education Founda- 
tion, and a member of the Special Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly on Capi- 
tal Needs. He was organizer and first 
President of the Geneva Cleric of Okla- 
homa City; a member of the Oklahoma 
City and Oklahoma State Councils of 
Social Welfare Boards and the Board of 
Directors of the Oklahoma City United 
Fund.

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TO COMPLETE 
EXCAVATION OF 
PETRA THEATER 


Sixty-nine days in the sandstone 
mountains of Jordan completed  strati- 
graphic study of the ancient Roman 
theater at Petra, provided a complete 
plan of the theater's stage and recovered 
valuable architectural. data, Protessor 
Philip C. Hammond of the Old Testa- 
ment faculty reported upon his return 
from the Middle East this fall. 


The Princeton Seminary expedition to 
Petra carried out the first half of a pro- 
gram aimed at restoring the theater to 
active use for stage performances. 


Under Dr. Hammond’s direction the 
excavations reach the bedrock floor of 
the original theater, buried in an earth- 
quake in the fourth or fifth century after 
the birth of Christ. The city was under 
Roman rule at the time of the quake. 
With Dr. Hammond at Petra were Dr. 
Howard Cox of Moravian Seminary, a 
Th.D. graduate of Princeton Seminary, 
John M. Salmon, teaching fellow in Old 
Testament, and Dr. Jean Davison of the 
University of Vermont. 


Using fifty-five Jordanian laborers, 
three trenches were driven fifty meters 
across the floor of the ruined theater. 
Study of the trench walls revealed a de- 
tailed history of the occupancy of the 
site since the theater’s destruction. 


Petra was originally a city inhabited

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Albert E. Bailey, Instructor in 
Christian Education, represented the 
Seminary at the Biennial meeting of the 
American Association of Schools of Re- 
ligious Education in Cincinnati during 
the holidays. 

Dr. Georges Barrois has recently pub- 
lished a volume of sermons by John Cal- 
vin preached in the Spring and Summer 
of 1557 from chapters 13 to 29 of 
Isaiah. The volume is part of a major 
project of the World Presbyterian Alli- 
ance. During November Dr. Barrois 
was a participant in a meeting of the 
Study Commission of the National 
Council of Churches, which discussed 
“The Ecclesiological Significance of the 
Councils of Churches.”’ 

Dr. Charles Fritsch in December took 
part in a chapel service and dedication 
of a memorial plaque at Muhlenberg 
College, Allentown, Pa., naming Fritsch 
Hall in honor of his father, the Rev. 
Robert Roland Fritsch. The elder Dr. 
Fritsch was a Muhlenberg graduate of 
1900, and taught at the institution from 
1907 through the end of World War II, 
when he was named Professor Emeritus. 
Earlier in the fall Dr. Charles Fritsch 
lectured on ‘Underwater Archaeology in 
Israel’ at the Universities of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Chicago, and Iowa under the 
auspices of the Archaeological Institute 
of America, and also spoke at Biblical 
Seminary in New York on the same sub- 
ject. In 1960 Dr. Fritsch was chief field 
archaeologist for an underwater expedi- 
tion to Caesarea and the Sea of Galilee.

by the Edomites, Dr. Hammond stated. 
About the fourth century B.C. the Na- 
bataeans, a nomadic desert tribe, occu- 
pied the city and made it a commercial 
center. The Nabataeans were conquered 
by the Romans in the first century 
A.D., one of the most distant penetra- 
tions of the Roman Empire. 


Found lodged in a curtain slot of the 
theater was a life-sized nude statue of 
Hercules, minus the head, right arm and 
both feet. Identification was possible 
through a lion skin draped over the left 
arm, a traditional trade-mark of the 
Greek hero who became a god of com- 
merce in later centuries. 


During the coming summer Dr. Ham- 
mond plans the completion of the clear- 
ing of the theater site and the construc- 
tion of flood barriers and other protec- 
tive projects designed to prevent further 
damage to the monument. 


The Ministry of Tourism of the King- 
dom of Jordan hopes to establish im- 
proved transportation and hotel facili- 
ties in the area for tourists. Income from 
the tourist industry would provide valu- 
able assistance to Jordan’s economic de- 
velopment. 


The Princeton expedition had to 
bring in its equipment and supplies by 
donkey back. Living facilities were set 
up in caves near the theater, many of 
them ancient tombs long emptied. Ac- 
cess to Petra is through a cleft in the 
red sandstone cliffs surrounding the city. 
Local legend claims the cleft was created 
by Moses’ rod as he struck the desert 
rock to produce water for the wandering 
Hebrews.

D. T. Niles 
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The Sesquicentennial Celebration of Princeton Theological Seminary opens 
April 23. On these pages ALUMNI NEWs provides a brief evaluation of the place 
in the Church of the four speakers who will be presented during the Spring 
Sesquicentennial Lectures. The articles on Karl Barth and James S. Stewart have 
been prepared by Dr. George S. Hendry and Dr. Donald Macleod, respectively. 
The remaining two articles are by the editor. 


In welcoming Karl Barth to its Sesquicentennial Celebration, Princeton Seminary 
is acting in accordance with its own theological tradition. This is not to say that 
it is actuated by nostalgia for the ‘Princeton theology” which was taught by its 
great pre-exilic prophets—for their disciples in the diaspora are quick to detect in 
Barth the mark of the beast. But Barth himself has testified that had he been 
obliged to choose between the options available to him in his early days, he would 
have chosen the way of orthodoxy. His concern from the beginning has been that 
which lay at the heart of orthodoxy, before the heart was weakened by doctrinal 
adiposity. This concern has driven him beyond orthodoxy to the evangelical core 
of the faith of the Reformers, which, in turn, points beyond itself to the message 
of the New Testament. 


Two notes of that message have been sounded afresh through Barth’s work. 
One is the note of power, which was heard so clearly in the German Church 
conflict of the 1930's. It was in no small measure thanks to Barth that the Con- 
fessing Church was fortified to withstand the threat of Nazi ideology, when most 
others bowed before the storm. 


The other is the note of freedom. ‘““The freedom of a Christian man,’ which 
Luther celebrated, has come alive in Barth, sometimes in a disconcerting way. For 
example, he is free of that fixation, which many Americans find it hard to shake 
off, that those who think right in theology must also think right in politics. This is 
not to say he zs right, but merely to indicate that there are risks of freedom which 
can only be sustained in the power of the Gospel. 


Karl Barth can teach us something of both the power and the freedom of the 
Gospel. 


Often called the greatest evangelist to the student world of this era, D. T. Niles 
has been associated with the student and ecumenical movements since the 1930's. 
He has been a challenging figure in the debate over the relation of Christianity to 
non-Christian religions. The ‘‘Niles approach”’ to that study is one of solid Biblical 
investigation. 


Niles is a vigorous Christian personality who combines a realistic understanding 
of the contemporary situation with his depth of Biblical insight. His scholarship 
and active participation in several world programs have made him one of the best- 
known contemporary Christian thinkers from Asia. 


Like many leaders in the younger Churches, Niles handles more than one major 
task. He is the minister of St. Peter's Church and Principal of Jaffna Central 
College in Jaffna, Ceylon, his birthplace, and has also served as General Secretary 
of the East Asia Christian Conference since the founding of the regional body 
iLO STs 





James S. Stewart 


Niles’ ability to pinpoint the major problems of the Church in the world brings 
him numerous invitations to lecture on campuses and to serve as an opening 
speaker at conferences. His constant emphases are the pressing need for ecumenical 
advance and the evangelization of the non-Christian world in terms that can be 
grasped by nationals. 


The Asian churchman’s concern for deepening and extending Christian unity 
has brought him leadership in several world Christian organizations, first as 
Secretary of the Ceylon Christian Council, then as a staff member of the world 
Y.M.C.A., and finally as Chairman of the Youth Department of the World 
Council of Churches, where he served until 1953. 


At the second World Youth Conference in Oslo, 1947, Niles was the opening 
speaker. At the inaugural service of the 1948 Amsterdam Assembly that estab- 
lished the World Council of Churches, the preacher for the opening service of 
worship was again D. T. Niles. At the German Kirchentag in 1956, he was a 
keynote speaker. For Princeton Seminary the search for a speaker to issue the 
challenge of the future in the world of mission had but one logical conclusion— 
the invitation to D. T. Niles to be the Missions lecturer. 


Some years ago when James S. Stewart was guest preacher in the city Temple, 
London, during the absence of the minister, Leslie D. Weatherhead, the following 
comment from a member of the Church Council appeared in The City Temple 
Tidings: 


“A friend of mine had told me that Dr. Stewart’s preaching was so 
terrific that one of his sermons was as much as he could take in one day. 
I therefore pictured to myself an old Scot of overwhelming personality 
and vastly impressive demeanor. Imagine my surprise, in going into the 
vestry on the first Sunday, to find a quiet, young-looking man of delight- 
ful modesty and charm. But when he got into the pulpit I knew what my 
friend meant .. . Great as is Dr. Stewart's scholarship and eloquence, it 
is his passionate sincerity which finds the greatest response in the seeking 
mind. He has a way of getting deep into the heart of his subject and of 
his hearers, without frills or tricks. It would be a poor spirit indeed who 
would remain unmoved by his inspired showing-forth of the authentic 
Word. Dr. Weatherhead considers him the finest preacher in Great 
Britain.” 


Throughout the British Isles, the Commonwealth, and the United States, this 
opinion would be endorsed heartily by every minister who has read Dr. Stewart's 
books or heard him preach. Indeed, what Professor Daniel Lamont once said in 
an introduction of F. W. Boreham is true here: “‘[ He is] the man whose name is 
on all our lips, whose books are on all our shelves, and whose illustrations are in 
all our sermons.” It is really somewhat of an anomaly that such a modest man, 
who shrinks from any self-applause, has had such a creative influence upon the 
preaching of the whole English speaking world. Theological students go to 
Edinburgh “to study under Professor Stewart.’’ Ministerial conferences draw eager 
crowds when he is inspirational speaker or resource leader. For years, pulpit

Why Church Vocations? 


Attendance at the 1962 Conference on Church Vocations 
ran three times as heavy as anticipated when 309 students 
from 112 colleges registered for the annual session March 2. 


Conference Director Roy Pfautch, Assistant to President 
McCord, rounded up extra discussion leaders, faculty hosts 
for informal coffee hours and additional accommodations 
as advance registrations began to climb past the expected 
mark of 100. Housing was complicated by an unusually 
large number of women students—ninety-seven. With 
campus accommodations packed and faculty homes filled 
(Dean and Mrs. Homrighausen had twelve girls as their 
guests) it was necessary to house a number of women 
delegates in a local hotel. 


President McCord opened the conference with a Friday 
evening address on ‘The Role of Christian Leadership in 
a New Age,” pointing to the revolutions in geography, 
expectation and science that are the marks of the current 
world situation. “The Church has been disestablished from 
culture, so that now the Church is freer than it has ever 
been to be the Church, free to be a creative and redemptive 
society in which all human divisions are overpassed.”’ 


“The Christian faith in its witness must exhibit the 
power to change people and things,’ President McCord 
continued. "The weakness of the Church today is largely 
due to the fact that people do not believe in the converting 
power of the Gospel. Our need as a Church is to mediate 
what we have received from the Father. That mediation will

come through Christian leaders who are willing to be 
Christian servants in an age which is characterized by the 
greatest opportunity in the history of the Church’s mission.”’ 


The conference delegates came looking for answers from 
the conference leadership. They fired questions rapidly at 
the pastors and student workers, hospital chaplains and 
professors who conducted discussions and served on panels. 
The questions showed a deep concern for the problems of 
people rather than for the problems of the Church as an 
institution, and they sharply questioned the record of the 
Church in meeting the challenge of a changing society. 
Along with the challenge was a heavy degree of interest in 
the pastorate as the key point of witness for the Church. 
Conversations with students revealed the following reasons 
for attending the conference: 


Paul Tull, Princeton University sophomore from Denver: 
“I’m interested in the ministry and want more data about 
studying for the ministry. I feel that America has lost faith 
in itself and looks to materialism for stability. I’m con- 
cerned about the mission of the Church, which seems to 
be too much involved with our mission as a nation.” 


M. J. Donaldson, a Floridian recently connected with the 
Research and Development division ot the White Sands 
missile range: ‘There is bound to be something more than 
rockets and mathematics. These are but a particle of the 
whole outlook and I want to discover what the Church has 
to say about human problems.” 
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Stuart Huntington of Park Ridge, Illinois, an Indiana 
University sophomore: “I wanted to ask what Christian 
leaders are saying about today’s issues, and since I am 
interested in Christian service, I wanted to see what varieties 
of service are possible and what seminary preparation is 


like.” 


“IT came to see if the conference would open up the ques- 
tion of my life after graduation,” said Joyce Dunnagan, a 
Douglass College junior from Bridgeton, New Jersey. “I’m 
not sure I have sufficient personal commitment for entering 
a Church vocation.” 


Robert Goodbread of St. Petersburg, Florida, a Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute senior, wanted an answer to the ques- 
tion of why religious expression must be associated with an 
absolute God. ‘“Why can’t witness be a way of life rather 
than a verbal expression?” he asked. He came to the con- 
ference seeking ways in which his life work (he is taking 
a degree in psychology) can be a vehicle for religious 
expression. 


“I’m attracted to the values that Seminary training offers 
for increased Christian maturity and understanding,” stated 
Sandra Hutchison, a Swarthmore College junior from 
Media, Pennsylvania. “I’m not sure I want to make a 
career in Christian vocation.” 


“Does the ‘call to the ministry’ take time?’’ asked James 
Hawson, Jr., of Muskingum College. “Can it be a gradual 
process through education and Christian experience, and 
how do you answer the people who ask, ‘Has God spoken 
to you?’ ”’ 


Some of the questions were more practical—questions 
about finance and academic standing. Many young men, 
Carl Boesch of Lafayette College is representative, wanted 
advice about settling their military service obligation. 


Deanna Kulesky of Trenton, New Jersey, a Westminster 
College junior, wanted to know the criteria for choosing a 
seminary. Charles Guthrie of Emory University, a sopho- 
more from Sweetwater, Tennessee, wanted information on 
financial preparation. Earl Greer, also of Emory and a 
native of Louisville, Kentucky, wanted to compare the views 
of the students with those of faculty speakers. 


For all of them, the conference was an important point 
in their efforts to relate their Christian faith to the lives 
they will lead upon graduation from college. The chief 
complaint was voiced by Jim Dashiell, a Morgan College 
junior from Baltimore. “It was too short. You need four 
or five days for a conference such as this one.” 


Swiss Theologian Discusses 
Pauline Theory 


"The body, to Paul, is first of all the means by which we 
serve,’ Eduard Schweizer, Professor of New Testament at 
the University of Zurich, told his audience in Miller Chapel 
March 19. ‘Therefore, the Body of Christ is first of all the 


one which was nailed to the cross. Since that crucified body 
is still present in the Church, one may say that the Body of 
Christ is that place where man finds salvation and is chal- 
lenged to obedience—the Church.” 


Schweizer, currently a visiting professor at Colgate 
Rochester Divinity School, served nine years as a parish 
minister before going to the University of Frankfurt as a 
lecturer and then to the Kirchliche Hochshule in Berlin. 


“The body is not, to Paul, a means toward self-under- 
standing,” the Swiss theologian pointed out, “but is rather 
a means of communicating; it is our way of meeting God 
and of relating to others.” 


The speaker said that for Paul fellowship always involves 
some kind of bodily expression, and that therefore being 
together in Christ will achieve fulfillment when we share in 
the state of his resurrected body. Schweizer emphasized the 
worth of the body in Pauline theology as a useful part of 
man. In his epistles to the Church at Corinth Paul insisted 
that one must see one’s neighbor in order to have fellow- 
ship, and that sexual immorality is serious because it in- 
volves the complete person—including the body—in actions 
that debase our unity in the body of Christ. 


Space Problem 


Additional faculty housing, to be known as the Charles 
R. Erdman Memorial Faculty residences, is being planned 
for the site of the former Erdman home at 20 Library Place, 
President James I. McCord has announced. The construction 
project has drawn opposition from neighboring property 
owners who fear an increase in traffic on adjoining streets. 


“The Seminary has long desired to recognize Dr. Erd- 
man’s great contributions to the Seminary and the Church 
in general, and his part in the life of the community,” Dr. 
McCord stated in announcing the building plans. “The 
establishment of faculty residences in his memory is a 
fitting honor for one who brought such distinction to our 
faculty in former days.” 


Dr. Erdman, a member of the Seminary’s class of 1891 
and an 1886 graduate of Princeton University, was from 
1905 to 1936, when he became Professor Emeritus, an 
active member of the faculty. From 1924 to 1934 he was 
also minister of the First Presbyterian Church of Princeton 
and in 1925 he was named Moderator of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A. Dr. Erdman was long active in civic 
affairs, taking a leading part in the organization of the 
Princeton Symphony. 


The Seminary plans to erect buildings which will be of 
brick and clapboard with loges of Princeton stone in order 
to maintain the traditional architecture of Princeton’s resi- 
dential areas. The former Erdman property is across Library 
Place from the Robert E. Speer Library, and the plot runs 
completely through the block to Edgehill. The Erdman 
home was razed in August, 1961. 


President McCord 
Delivers Sprunt Lectures 


President James I. McCord was the 1962 Sprunt Lecturer 
at Union Theological Seminary in Virginia, speaking six 
times March 5 through March 9 on “Grace and the King- 
dom.’ The James Sprunt Lectures were established in 1911.

Alumni Roll Call 
Passes $8,000 Mark 


Princeton Theological Seminary’s annual Alumni Roll 
Call stood at $8,080.28 on March 1, with contributions 
from 477 former students already received. This year’s Roll 
Call target of $20,000 is earmarked for the establishment 
of a center of continuing education on the Seminary campus. 


The Executive Council of the Alumni Association, in 
selecting the continuing education center as the beneficiary 
of this year’s Roll Call, recognized that achieving the 
$20,000 goal would require a significant increase in annual 
giving by former students of the Seminary. The Council 
also considered the likelihood that the conference center 
would remain an alumni concern for the 1962-63 Roll Call. 
The $20,000 goal for this year’s campaign represents half 
of the $40,000 needed to underwrite the establishment of a 
place and a program for continued ministerial training. 


The annual Alumni Roll Call has already accomplished a 
significant objective in providing improved facilities for the 
training of the ministry at Princeton Seminary. The 1960-61 
Roll Call was successful in its objective of enabling the 
Seminary to call Dr. Paul Scherer as Visiting Professor of 
Homiletics. In that campaign 16.7% of Princeton Semin- 
ary’s former students contributed an average of $13.73 each 
toward bringing Dr. Scherer to the campus as a resident 
faculty member. 


Alumni contributions are important for other than the 
immediate needs of the annual financial goal. The partici- 
pation of former students is one of the standards by which 
the Seminary may judge the continued interest of its alumni 
in the future of Princeton, and annual giving is also a 
means by which alumni indicate their appreciation of the 
training provided during their student careers. Foundations 
which might investigate the Seminary as a possible recipient 
of a grant will invariably inquire about the percentage of 
alumni who support the annual giving program. The same 
question will also be asked by prospective major donors. 


Beyond the factor of finance lies the grail of alumni 
spirit. Princeton, which has been the largest single source 
of ministers for the United Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S.A., as well as six Protestant-Episcopal bishops, and 
pastors, missionaries and educators for scores of denomina- 
tions around the world, does not close the books on a stu- 
dent when he leaves the campus. The real goal of the 
Alumni Roll Call is an annual contribution from every liv- 
ing former student. The romantic notion of being a part of 
the Seminary still has value, especially when it stands for 
a continuing dialogue between Princeton and its former 
students. Perhaps we shall not receive a gift from every 
alumnus, but don’t let it be for lack of your gift. 


They Come From 
Someone’s Parish 


Our conviction that Princeton alumni exert the most 
valued and direct influence upon those who decide to pre- 
pare for a ministry has further documentation. An inventory 
of this year’s junior class, numbering one hundred and 
thirteen students, discloses that forty-nine of the members 
come from churches in which our alumni are ministers. 
Sixty-three parish ministers from Princeton Seminary are 
directly related to our first-year men and women. Countless 
more, through some previous pastorate, campus ministry, or 
teaching opportunity, have touched the lives of these stu- 
dents now on the campus.

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Franklin Clark Fry, President of the United Lutheran Church in America and 
one of the most influential leaders of world Protestantism, will be the speaker 
for Princeton Theological Seminary’s Sesquicentennial Commencement on June 5. 


The Baccalaureate preacher will be Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, Stated Clerk of 
the United Presbyterian Church, a member of the Central and Executive Com- 
mittees of the World Council of Churches, a trustee of the Seminary and a 
member of its Class of 1932. 


Other speakers for the Sesquicentennial Commencement will include Henry 
R. Luce, Editor-in-Chief of Time, Inc., and Princeton Seminary Professor 
James Barr. 


The Commencement schedule will begin on June 3 with the 4:00 p.m., 
Baccalaureate Service, to be held this year in Princeton’s First Presbyterian Church. 


The June 4 Alumni Day will see the inauguration of a new emphasis in the 
program for former students. In planning for Alumni Day the Executive Council 
of the Alumni Association has sought to establish a pattern for an annual program 
of classroom contact with the faculty, including a chance to meet new professors. 
The 1962 Alumni Day schedule includes lectures by Old Testament Professor 
James Barr and Magazine Editor Henry R. Luce, an opportunity for breakfasts 
where members of the former eating clubs may get together, a discussion of recent 
trends and developments in theological education and a description of the future 
plans of the Seminary. The traditional Alumni Banquet, with separate tables 
for members of reunion classes, will be retained.

A major feature of the Alumni Day program is the series of departmental re- 
views, duplicate afternoon sessions in which representatives of the Biblical, 
Theological, Historical and Practical departments will discuss the last ten years’ 
developments in their fields. Alumni will be able to select two sessions, one 
each hour, to attend. 


A separate dinner will be held for parents and guests of graduating Seniors 
and other Commencement visitors. The Seniors themselves will be the guests of 
the Alumni Association at the Banquet, which marks their formal entrance into 
Association membership. 


Commencement Speaker Fry, a graduate of Hamilton College in Clinton, N. Y., 
and Philadelphia Lutheran Seminary, is a churchman who will soon be able to 
look back on the entire life of a major American denomination. In 1918 he was 
a spectator at the creation of the United Lutheran Church out of three earlier 
bodies, and during the same month in which he delivers Princeton’s Sesquicen- 
tennial address a rap of his gavel will bring that Church to an end in order that 
the new Lutheran Church in America may be born. 


In addition to his administrative responsibilities as U.L.C.A. President, Fry is 
active in the affairs of the National Lutheran Council, the Joint Commission on 
Lutheran Unity, the National Council of Churches, the Lutheran World Federa- 
tion and the World Council of Churches. 











BLAKE 





Eugene Carson Blake, who taught a year at Forman Christian College in India 
and studied a year in New College, Edinburgh, between his 1928 graduation from 
Princeton University and his matriculation at the Seminary, was nineteen years in 
the pastorate before becoming Stated Clerk of the Presbyterian Church in the 
Lies Aine O51 


He was minister of the First Presbyterian Church of Albany, N. Y., from 1935 
to 1940, after spending three years as assistant minister of New York City’s 
Collegiate Church of St. Nicholas. From Albany he went to the pastorate of the 
Pasadena, California, Presbyterian Church, serving from 1940 to 1951. Blake 
was elected, in 1958, to be Stated Clerk of the United Presbyterian Church, 
U.S.A., following the merger of the two formerly separated Presbyterian bodies. 


Professor James Barr came to Princeton Seminary’s William Henry Green Chair 
of Old Testament Literature last fall after six years on the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh (New College), where he earned both the M.A. degree with 
first class honors in Classics and the B.D. degree with distinction in Old 
Testament. 


Barr was from 1951 to 1953 the minister of the Church of Scotland Parish at 
Tiberias, Israel, and then until 1955 on the faculty of Presbyterian College in 
Montreal, Quebec. His major publications include The Semantics of Biblical 
Language and Biblical Words for Time. 


Henry R. Luce, whose Time, Inc., firm is the largest magazine publishing oper- 
ation in the world, has been one of the most influential figures in American 
journalism for more than thirty years. Now centered in the $70,000,000 Time 
and Life Building in New York, the Time empire includes six magazines, radio 
and television interests, paper and pulp manufacturing and research into printing 
and graphics technology. Born April 3, 1898, in China, where his parents were 
Presbyterian missionaries, Luce graduated from Yale University in 1920 after 
service in the Student Army Training Corps. Voted “Most Brilliant” of his 
class, Luce and classmate Britton Hadden published the first issue of Time in 
1923. Despite almost-universal predictions of failure the magazine went into the 
black within five years, and was worth more than $1,000,000 soon after the 1929 
market crash. Each issue now circulates more than 12,000,000 copies in twelve 
editions.

Five members of the Seminary faculty are serving on the 
Board of Trustees of the Westminster Foundation at Prince- 
ton University. Dr. Charles Fritsch is currently the board’s 
chairman, with President McCord, Secretary of the Seminary 
David Crawford and Professors Edward Dowey and H. T. 

Interim Director of the Foundation 
this year is Charles Harwell, ’61, serving during the ab- 
sence of Robert P. Montgomery, '44, who is studying at 
Oxford. 


Members of the Princeton Seminary Christian Education 
faculty attended the national meeting of the Division of 
Christian Education of the National Council of Churches 
held in February in St. Louis. Taking part were Dr. D. 
Campbell Wyckoff, Miss Freda Gardner, and Mr. Albert E. 
Bailey, '54b. The trio also attended the alumni meeting held 
in St. Louis at the same time, and a special meeting for 
professors of Christian education in Presbyterian colleges 
and seminaries. 


Dr. George S. Hendry delivered the Weber Lectures at 
Moravian Theologian Seminary, Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, 
in early April. Dr. Hendry also took part in the February 
16-17 conversations between Lutheran and Reformed theo- 
logians held in New York City, involving representatives 
of the World Presbyterian Alliance, the Lutheran World 
Federation, and representatives from both Lutheran and 
Reformed Churches not members of the world confessional 
bodies. Dr. Hendry is chairman of the Reformed delegation 
to the talks, which have been called to explore the historic 
differences separating the followers of Luther and Calvin. 


Dr. Seward Hiltner is also in frequent demand for out- 
of-town appearances. In December he spoke on ‘“‘Christi- 
anity and World Revolution’ at Biblical Seminary in New 
York and addressed a special workshop on religion and 
mental health at Yeshiva University. January saw Dr. Hilt- 
ner at McGill University in Montreal on behalf of the 
American Association of Theological Schools. During Feb- 
ruary he was the midwinter lecturer at the United College 
of Winnipeg and spoke at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital at Fort Lyon, Colorado. In April Dr. Hiltner gave 
addresses at Colorado Woman’s College in Denver and 
Lake Forest College in Ilinois. He also served during April 
as a lecturer in the series on marriage sponsored by Prince- 
ton University students. 


Lilly Endowment of Indianapolis recently announced a 
grant to the American Association of Theological Schools 
for a comprehensive study of practical training for the 
ministry and its relation to the other aspects of theological 
education. The study will be conducted under the general 
direction of the Association’s Commission on Research and 
Counsel, which Dr. Hiltner chairs. 


Dr. Howard T. Kuist delivered a course of illustrated 
lectures as part of the ‘University of Life’ series at the 
Princeton Methodist Church during February on the topic 
“Biblical Landmarks,’ covering Ur, Gibeon, Jericho, 
Qumran and Herod’s Temple. He also conducted a course 
of studies on the book of Jeremiah as part of the Lenten 
School of New York’s Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
titled “‘On Facing Life’s Enigmas.” 


“Christian Personality’ was the subject of an address by 
Dr. James N. Lapsley, Jr., Instructor in Pastoral Theology, 
to the women of the First Presbyterian Church of Mount 
Holly, N. J., on February 27. 


The new international ecumenical quarterly Studia Litur- 
gica has invited Professor of Homiletics Donald Macleod to 
serve on its advisory committee. The quarterly, which will 
deal with liturgical research and renewal, has its editorial 
office in Rotterdam, The Netherlands. Dr. Macleod was a 
participant in the seventh annual ‘Great Preachers’’ series 
of the Morrisville, Pennsylvania, First Presbyterian Church, 
held in November. 


Dr. James P. Martin, '50, has been called to Union 
Theological Seminary, Richmond, Virginia, as Associate 
Professor in New Testament. Dr. Martin, Assistant Profes- 
sor of Bible who has served on the Princeton Seminary fac- 
ulty since 1954, will assume his new duties in the fall of 
this year.

committees on both sides of the Atlantic have placed his 
name high and hopefully on their preferred lists. Why? 


First of all, in Stewart is found that rare and happy 
blending of Biblical scholar and effective preacher. The man 
who wrote A Man im Christ, a definitive study of the 
thought and theology of St. Paul, and who gave us the 
English edition of Schleiermacher’s Christian Faith, is also a 
preacher of superior caliber. Indeed, his seven published 
works indicate his unique capacity to move with ease and 
competence from the lecturer’s desk to the preacher’s pulpit. 
None of the great lectureships on preaching or missions has 
passed him by—Cunningham, Warrack, Lyman Beecher, 
Duff, Hoyt, Perkins—and his evangelical messages have 
been heard at Northfield, Chautauqua, Montreat, Whitby, 
and Melbourne, Australia. 





Second—and so very important—his preaching has main- 
tained its Christocentric character in an age that has clam- 
ored for more and more of other things it needed least. 
Preachers who felt that popularity or being a “‘hit’’ was the 
touchstone of the Christian message have re-thought their 
views after they read Dr. Stewart’s two volumes of sermons, 
The Gates of New Life and The Strong Name, and they 
went back to their homiletical workshops with new zest 
after the publication of Heralds of God and A Faith to 
Proclaim. They have been convinced by one who spent half 
of his ministry (1924-1946) in the pastorate—Auchterar- 
der, Aberdeen, Edinburgh—that a sermon about Jesus can 
never be a substitute for the message of Christ. 


But there is something more. W. M. Macgregor has said 
with characteristic sagacity: “Preaching is not writing a 
sermon and delivering it. It is the making of a preacher and 
delivering that.” This, after all, is the secret of great preach- 
ing. Maybe it is here we find the real key to Professor 
Stewart's undiminishing influence and fascination. In the 
classroom he represents learning with the zmprimatur of 
fervent consecration upon it. In the pulpit he is what every- 
one of us in his best moments wants to be. 


W. A. Visser ’t Hooft 


Over the cups of tea or bitter black coffee at the daily 
4 p.m. break in the routine of the World Council of 
Churches’ Geneva offices, old hands tell the newcomer that 
a career in interdenominational student work is almost a 
prerequisite for leadership in the ecumenical movement. 
And enough of the World Council's top figures came out 
of the World Student Christian Federation or similar bodies 
to make the comment seem valid. In the person of Willem 
Adolf Visser ‘t Hooft the value of such a background is 
clearly evident—the world’s leading professional ecumenist 
is one of a group of able men who learned to work effec- 
tively with fellow Christians in a student movement at- 
mosphere that permitted open and full discussion of the 
issues of Christian unity without undue attention to eccle- 


stastical protocol or red tape. 


In that often-heated debate Visser 't Hooft gained the 
insight and ability that made him a leader in the theological 
and Biblical renaissance of the 1930's. In the crucible of 
the student movement he discovered the essential unity and 
mission of the Church; a Church that he holds to be greater 
than any of its parts; a Church that is sadly limited without 
the full, active presence of all of its parts. 


The W.C.C. General Secretary became the chief admin- 
istrative officer of the Y.M.C.A. World Alliance in Geneva 
as the protege of the great John R. Mott. Seven years later, 
in 1931, he became General Secretary of the W.S.C.F., and 
when the Provisional Committee of the World Council of 
Churches was formed, he was the obvious choice for Gen- 
eral Secretary of the organization that was to become the 
World Council of Churches at the 1948 Amsterdam 
Assembly. 


Visser “t Hooft’s reputation as a theologian kept pace 
with his growing stature as an administrator and conference 
director. He sees the ecumenical movement as more than a 
move towards official closeness or practical cooperation: it 
must be a movement of genuine theological renewal and 
discovery. The new credo of the World Council, with its 
fresh emphasis upon the Biblical basis of the Christian con- 
fession and the Trinity, is his work.

Hans Kueng, a Roman Catholic 
who teaches theology in the University of 
Tuebingen, has written what is undoubt- 
edly the best background study for under- 
standing the upcoming Vatican Council 
in the fall. Dr. Thurneysen, long the 
minister of the Reformed Cathedral in 
Basel and a close associate of Karl Barth, 
has written a Biblical basis for pastoral 
care. And the volume of essays honoring 
Dr. Piper has been written by some of 
the world’s outstanding New Testament 
scholars and is a fitting tribute to the re- 
tiring Helen H. P. Manson Professor of 
New Testament Literature and Exegesis. 








The Seminary’s summer program con- 
sists of a language school for those be- 
ginning the study of Hebrew and Greek 
and the Institute of Theology in mid-July. 
It is also the time when the faculty evalu- 
ates the past year’s program and plans are. 
made for the fall. We are taking a hard 
Jook at the first year of the new curricu- 
lum and are also beginning processes for 
evaluating the pilot program, which enters 
its final phase in the fall. A good part of 
the summer will also be spent in project- 
ing our needs for the next decade, a re- 
sponsibility laid upon us by the General 
Assembly. If the General Assembly's pro- 
jections are at all accurate, we must be 
ready to receive up to 620 students by 
1975. In order to do this, we shall need a 
much wider base of support for theologi- 
cal education throughout the Church.

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President James I. McCord awarded 
Princeton Seminary degrees to 162 stu- 
dents at the Sesquicentennial Commence- 
ment June 5 in Princeton University 
Chapel. 


Following an address by Franklin Clark 
Fry, President of the United Lutheran 
Church, the seventy-nine members of the 
Class of 1962, the Sesquicentennial Class, 
received their Bachelor of Divinity de- 
grees. Being graduated with them were 
sixteen men and women receiving the 
Master of Religious Education degree. 


Sixty-seven degrees went to men who 
have completed work for the graduate 
degrees of Master of Theology or Doctor 
of Theology. Th.D. degrees went to 
eleven this year, with fifty-six receiving 
the Th.M. 


The main goal of Christianity is to 
raise men to the stature of sons of God, 
Fry told a Commencement audience pack- 
ing the 1,900 seat chapel. 


“The security of law and order, the de- 
cline of juvenile delinquency are not the 
primary goals of Christianity, nor—dare 
I say it?—is the free enterprise system, 
not even the defense of democracy,” stat- 
ed the man who chairs both the Central 
Committee and the Executive Committee 
of the World Council of Churches. 


Fry’s address was aimed at the men and 
women graduates who would be entering

various forms of the ministry in local 
churches for the first time. He warned of 
four paradoxes in the modern ministry. 


“The Gospel we preach must be rele- 
vant but also timeless.” 


“The Church we serve is an institution, 
but you and I must be alert to guard it 
against the diseases to which that very 
fact makes it prone.” 


“Today’s minister must be penitent and 
yet affirmative.” 


‘Put the Gospel of obedience ahead of 
the Gospel of success.” 


In his concluding paragraphs Fry stated 
that “it is frightening to see the subtle 
kind of osmosis that brings secular stand- 
ards right into the house of God. In 
matters of church union you can guess the 
most frequently asked question. It is: 
How much heightened prestige will it 
bring? Or what will be the increase in 
efficiency ? Or how will it build a stronger 
front against a named rival ?” 


“All this is utterly off the point,” the 
speaker emphasized. “When will our 
proud hearts learn that His motives are 
not prudential, as ours often are, that 
God can’t be cramped into our mean am- 
bitions, that the only test is that His will 
shall be done.” 


The Commencement climaxed a three- 
day program that included addresses by

Time, Inc., Editor-in-Chief Henry R. Luce * 
and Eugene C. Blake, Stated Clerk of the 
United Presbyterian Church. 


Delivering the Baccalaureate sermon in 
Princeton’s First Presbyterian Church, 
Blake called upon the graduates to use 
Christ’s own ministry as the model and 
pattern for the ministries they were be- 
ginning. 

“I am told that many young men, sure 
of their call to Christ’s ministry, are yet 
unsure of their call to serve as pastor of 
any particular church, a task so much 
centered in creative human and humane 
service,” said Blake, a member of the 
Class of ’32. ‘““How can any young man 
resist a call to such a ministry? To com- 
pare it to being a cog in a great business, 
or even to prefer academic teaching to it, 
is profoundly to misconceive what the 
ministry may be in personal challenge and 
satisfaction, in deep joy and ultimate 
meaning.”’ 

Blake told the graduates that a Presby- 
terian minister is not in any sense a king. 
“The status of a Christian minister is al- 
ways a junior status,” he continued. ‘“That 
is why, when you are tired you will make 
that hospital call on a lonely invalid. That 
is why you will give yourself to the poor, 
the unlovable, the lonely, and the rich. 
That is why you will ring doorbells and 
call upon strangers, so that they may be 
no longer strangers.” 


“One make us all, true comrades in Thy service,’ sang the 


Class of 1962 in their class hymn, a traditional part of the 
liturgy at Princeton Seminary Commencement. 











BS eventy-six members of the 1962 graduating class have completed plans for their 
future ministries. With sixty-two graduates entering positions of pastoral responsibility, 
the Sesquicentennial Class is close to the record set by last year’s graduates in the per- 


centage of class members entering pastorates. 


New this year on the list of places of service is the Peace Corps, which has attracted 
one graduate who will teach in Ethiopia. Africa is also the place of service of a gradu- 
ate who will do evangelistic work in Cameroun under the Commission on Ecumenical 
Mission and Relations. One graduate plans to enter secondary school teaching and one 
woman will enter secular employment while her husband completes his Princeton B. D. 


_ With the exception of ten going into graduate study and one headed for clinical train- 
ing, the remainder of the Class of 1962 will be taking up jobs that are primarily pas- 
toral in character, or will enter the educational ministry of the church. 


Twenty-five graduates have accepted calls to be ministers of churches, nineteen to be 
assistant ministers and three to be associate ministers. Two graduates will become stated 
supply ministers, and the army chaplaincy and the hospital chaplaincy have each been 


chosen by one member of the class. 


Two directors of Christian education and three ministers of education are also com- 
ing out of the Class of 1962, along with a minister to students and one youth minister. 


Graduate internships have attracted two men, one to a university campus and the 
other to a COEMAR frontier internship in British Guiana.

PRESIDENT OUTLINES GROWTH 
PRIORITIES FOR SEMINARY 


“You are the key to the success of the 
Sesquicentennial Development Program,” 
President James I. McCord told former 
students at a June 4 Alumni Day lunch- 
eon in the first public description of the 
goals of an $18,500,000 development pro- 
gram that will extend over the next ten 
years. 


“To grow from our current student 
body of 457 to the 620 students the Gen- 
eral Assembly has asked us to admit by 
1975 will require the successful comple- 
tion of an $18,500,000 campaign.” 


Physical facilities, increased faculty, a 
growing library, a communications center 
and scholarship funds were outlined as 
primary targets for the Seminary. 


“The heart of Princeton Seminary’s 
program since 1812 has been the B.D. 
curriculum,’ President McCord said, ‘“‘and 
it will continue to receive the prior inter- 
est of Trustees, administration and faculty. 


Together we must plan the future of the 
Seminary as faithfully as our fathers did 
during the past 150 years.” 


The President spoke of the possible fu- 
ture establishment of a School of Ad- 
vanced Theological Studies, patterned 
after the neighboring Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study. Speer Library was cited as 
a resource for the proposed center, with 
endowment and residences for visiting 
scholars and churchmen needed to make 
it possible. 


“Those who guided the Seminary’s 
destiny in the past invested wisely in 
building this great collection,” said Dr. 
McCord of the Robert E. Speer Library, 
being air conditioned this summer through 
a James Foundation grant. “It 1s impera- 
tive that the library continue to receive 
sufficient support not only to maintain its 
present high level but also to develop 
additional areas in its collection.”
